Country Divided Into Two 
Hostile Camps as the 
Greatest Labor War of 
History Looms. 


KING ISSUES CALL 
TO ARMED FORCES 


Reserves Included, While 
Volunteers Are Asked to 
Help Meet Emergency 
Caused by Coal Strike.

London, April 8.—Great Britain is 
divided into two hostile armies. Un- 
less some unforeseen event inter- 
venes before midnight four days 
hence, the greatest labor war in 
the history will develop from a 
threat to an actuality. 

On the side of unionism and 
der the banner of industrial na- 
tionalization and maintenance of 
high Wages, stand nearly 4,000,000 
men of three great federations— 
miners, transport workers and rail- 
waymen. 

On the other stand, Great Brit- 
ain’s regular army, augmented by 
the entire reserve forces, called out 
by proclamation of King George, 
the navy and citizen volunteers re- 
cruited from the public. 

“For .the first time in the his- 
tory of the country,” Lloyd-George 
declared in his announcement of the 
king's proclamation, “the nation Is 
confronted by an attempt to coerce 
it into capitulation by the destruc- 
tion of its resources. The govern- 
ment is fighting for the life of the 
community.” 

Premier Meets Stone Wall. 


Once more seeking to bend the 
miners’ will on the point of gyar- 
anteeing safety of the mines before 
opening wage negotiations with. the 
owners, the premier again met flat 
refusal by the strike leaders to 
consider anything but the wage dis- 
pute. 

“You would take away from us 
éur greatest weapon,” the extremist 
leaders argued. 

“The safety of the mines is a na- 
tional issue and must be fguaran- 
teed,” was Lloyd-George’s dictum. 

Shortly after announcement of the 
refusal to. meet the own- 
ers except on their own terms, the 
triple alliance went into. session. 
The result of its deliberation was 
a foregone conclusion. While the 
house of commons was waiting word 
from Downing street, announcement 
was made that “unless the miners’ 
terms for the proposed conference 
are met in the meantime, the triple

Vaudeville 
houses and the legitimate theater 
draw at least 10,000 more from sit- 
ting around the place Waiting for 
the time to kick out the cat. 

Motoring isn’t exactly an unpop- 
ular pastime, especially on moon- 
lit nights, and it has been said that 
there are some gentlemen who are 
wont to spend their evening hours 
and some of ‘their wherewithal in- 
vestigating the hidden’ secrets of 
“clown the river’ and_- similar 
sciences. 

And the prospects are that when 
the real warm weather arrives and 
night bathing in the parks beyins, 
the situation will be even more 
acute.

LUNACY APPEAL 
HALTS DECISION 
IN PEEK TRIAL 


Alleged Wife Murderer Is 
Remanded to Jail With- 
out Bond, Pending Deci- 
sion by Judge. 


ATTORNEYS CONFER 
WITH PROSECUTOR 


Daughter Gives Testi- 
mony, Pointing to Har- 
monicus Family Rela- 
tions Before Shooting. 


Marietta, Ga., April 8.—(Spetial.) 
The commitment trial of Jewett S. 
Peek, charged with the murder of 
his wife, terminated suddenly today 
when the attorneys for the defense, 
after two hours of examination of 
witnesses, asked a conference with 
the solicitor-general. They were 
then granted by the court a delay 
of decision until the judge of the 
superior court could pass upon an 
application for a lunacy commission. 
Peek in the meantime will be re- 
manded to jail without bond. 

Peek showed little of the spirit 
displayed when he took the wild@ 
ride to Atlanta last wéek with his 
children huddled in the bottom of 
his car, after sending a bullet 
through the head of his wife and 
another to his own arm, -raving 
about obs that were after him. 
and enemies attempting to destroy 
his home. 

With his left arm bandaged tn a 
sling, his face downcast and dark- 
ened with ten days’ growth of beard, 
he sat in the courtroom with his 
attorneys. His 15-year-old daughter 
and fell 
weeping upon his neck. Tor sev- 
eral minutes there was a respectful 
silence throushowt the packed court- 
room. During the whole morning 
spent in the court, Peek never ut: 
tered a word and took no part in 
the conferences of his brothers and 
his attorneys, who sat about him. 
his 14-year-old son, 
and other relatives sat near him 
throughout the trial. 

Never before was a justice court 
in Cobb county so largely attend- 
ed.and it was apparent that the feel- 
ing against Peek, which was dis- 
played by some: the days after the 
tragedy, had changed. Only four 
witnesses were put on the stand, 
including the daughter, and these 
gave their testimony of harmonious 
family relations and expressed a be- 
lief that Peek was mentally unbal- 
anced. The orderly conduct of 
the crowd and many expressions of 
Sympathy evidenced their approval 
of the action of the court. 


TEAGHERS SEEK 
12 MONTHS’ PAY 


Plan for Merging Fulton 
County High School 
With Those of City Fa- 
vored by Committee. 


Resolutions asking the contin- 
tinuance of school teachers’ month- 
ly salary through the summer hol- 
idays and indorsing the plan for 
merging the Fulton County High 
school with the high schools of At- 
lanta, were presented to the Fulton 
county board of education Thurs- 
day afternoon by a committee of 
five teachers from the Fulton Cour- 
ty Teachers’ association, wno met 
with the board at their regular 
meeting. 

The resolutions, which were re- 
cently adop 2d by the association, 
stated that the present wage of 
school teachers and principals aver- 
aged $58 per month for teachers and 
$82 monthly’ for principals, when 
considered on a basis of twelve 
months in the year, which, it was 
stated, is insufficient for the neces- 
saries of life. 

“In view of the fact that these 
sums are entirely inadequate to 
meet necessary living expenses, and 
in view of the fact that the teach- 
ers will not be able to « ain em- 
ployment during the summer 
months, on account of tne scarcity 
of positions, the committee requests 
the board to continue the salaries 
through the vacation months,” the 
resolutions stated. 

A request was also made that the 
teachers be allowed ten days’ full 


T pay during the school vear for sick- 


ness, and ten days’ half p<: y upon 
furnishing a doctors certificate as 


proof of the iliness.

railroad affairs. He plans to begin 
the inquiry about April 15. Means 
for bringing about a reduction in 
rates, operating costs and the 
question of efficiency under private 
ownership will be the principal an- 
gles to be gone Into. Rail mana- 
gers will be heard first, and lavor 
representatives will follow. 

No comment on the conference to- 
day was made at the white house, 
but after the meeting a memoran- 
dum left the president by the rep- 
resentatives of the security owners 
was made public by them, saying 
the conference “covered a wide 
field.”

DAYLIGHT SAVING 
PLAN IS DEFEATED 


Representatives of Fed- 
eration of Trades and of 
Street Car Men Appear 
Before Committee. 


The proposed daylight saving or- 
dinance was adversed Friday after- 
noon by the ordinance committee of 
council. Under the plan the clocks 
were to be advanced one hour on 
the last Sunday in April and re- 
main ahead until the last Sunday 
in October, 

It developed at the public hear- 
ing held by the committe that there 
ig strong opposition to any change 
from the present time, and many 
citizens were present to oppose it. 

The ordinance was based on a pe- 
tition signed by several hundred 
citizens asking for a return to day- 
light saving. 

Representatives of the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades, a delegation 
from the street car men’s union 
and a number of tindividuals were 
present at the hearing to fight the 
advocates of faster time. 

They declared that the plan would 
operate to no advantage to the 
working classes, but on the con- 
trary would cause inconvenience by 
forcing them to. rise at too early 
an hour in the mernings, and they 
asked the committee to vote down 
the ordinance.

“There are before you in the evi- 
dence eleven murders. They may be 
classified according to time, place 
manner of killing and the charac- 
ter common to the persons murder- 
ed,” -he explained. 

“We should classify these mur- 
ders in the order of time. First 
Johnnie Williams, killed with an ax. 
Next “Big John,” killed with ax. 
Next are Johnnie Green and Willie 
Givens, killed with ax. 
cher Smith, killed with a gun. Then 
we should take those killed by 
drowning. These are Linsey Peter- 
son, Willie Preston, in the Yellow 
river. Harry Price in South river. 


and John Brown, Charlie Chisholm! 


and “Little* Bit,” drowned in the Al- 
cOvVy river. Six drowned and five 
killed on the farm of illiams or 
his son. All of these persons were 
either employed on Williams’ farm 
or the farm of his son. These men 
were obtained either 
in Atlanta or in Macon. 


Destructive Malady 
On Williams Farm. 


“The destructive malady from 
which all these-people came to their 
death was located on the farm of 
John Williams’ places and the 
method by which they came to their 
death is connected with John Wil- 
liams or some one on his places.” 
Attorney Howard compared the kill- 
ings to a terribie disease that rav- 
aged for two weeks in one particu- 
lar spot and he said that spot was 
the Williams farm. Taking up the 
ingredient ‘“‘time,” he said it was 
clearly established in the testimony 
of Federal Agent Brown that Brown 
visited the farm,on Friday, February 
138. It was also established that the 
first man was killed on the first 
Thursday after this Friday, which 
was February 24. The last man was 
Fletcher Smith, who was killed 
March 8 

“We see, then, that all these men 
were killed within twelve days and 
when this pestilence and scourge 
@wept over that farm it destroyed 
ne not immune to it,” he 
said. 


Williams Follows 
Speech Closely. 


Williams sat and fanned himself 
and followed eagerly'every sentence 
of the speech of the prosecuting at- 
torney. Mrs. Williams sat with her 
husband and listened calmly to the 
graphic story of the killing of the 
eleven negroes reviewed before the 
jury. 

*tsven before this horrible series 
of killings began federal agents 
were investigating a murder. on 
Williams’ farm,” said Mr. How- 
ard. “One of the men killed was 
a negro named ‘Blackstrap,’ who 
was killed, according to testimony 
in this case, in the presence of Wil- 
liams himself. 
charged them with these _ killings, 
Williams and his boys, denied two 
of them and admitted they killed 
one in self-defense.” 

Mr. Howard then produced a 
stenographic report of Williams’ 
statement to the jury Thursday and 
read excerpts from it. He _ read 
about Williams saying if he had 
wanted to leave he could have left 
before the grand jury got him. 

“Did that have anything’ to do 
with the fact that Williams’ three 
sons left this county immediately 
after the federal agents had vis- 
ited the farm?” he asked. 

He then declared the killing of 
the negroes began immediately af- 
ter the three boys left and con- 
tinued unti]) “every chain gang ne- 
gro on the place was destroyed.” 


Ridicules Theory 
Of the Defense. 


Mr. Howard ridiculed the at- 
tempt to make it appear that Clyde 
Manning had done the killing him- 
self. 

“Where was the interest? Who 
leased the prisoners? Who ran the 
farm? Who got the negroes vut of 
the stockades? Was it Clyde Man- 
ning? No, it was not Clyde Man- 
ning. It was dohn Williams,” he 
said. 

“Hit him and be _ sure 
him,” was John Williams 
with the motive of murder 
heart, the attorney declared. 

“Hit him and be sure >you_ get 
him.”. was his message flashed to 
Clyde Manning in these murders, 
he charged. 

“Clyde Manning told the 
about this thing. The men c 
found dead down there on Wil- 
liams’ farm, weren’t they? The men 
were found in the river where he 
said they were thrown, weren't 
they? What if Clyde Manning did 
tel] it, the men are dead, aren't 
they? The __ biggest liar in the 
world can tell the truth.

silence all evidence against him anc 
his sons for pveonare and rrev:ous 
murders on the Williams place. 


Diabolical Plot 


Hatched on Farm. a

Big Crowd Held 


In Deep Silence. 

A recess of ten minutes followed 
the close of the address Which the 
crowd, filling every available inch 
of standing room heard in deep si- 
lence. 

There was no whispered conver- 
sation, no shifting of feet ‘or mur- 
mur of approval or disapproval as 
the state hurled its final charges, 
- evoke even a formal rap for or- 
er. 

Mr. Johnson started the final ar- 
Sument as soon as the recess was 
up, Outlining in a quiet tone of 
voice what he proposed to do in 
his address. 

Mr. Johnson praised the address 
of Howard, and added “ds for my 
friend, Mr. Brand, the distinguished 
sOlicitor-general, just between me 
and you, gentlemen of the jury, 
confidentially I can’t escape the con- 
viction that Mr. Brand has not got 
a square deal. 

“Just beginnimg his term of of- 
fice and having worked up his first 
big case, he was about to reap the 
reward of his labor and had visjons 
possibly of honors from it—of the 
governorship even—when this At- 
lanta crowd got busy and sent these 
distinguished men to take his 
place.” 

Referring to Howard having con- 
ducted the examination of witnesses 
and having made the closing speech, 
he declared the former congressman 
did not appear as did the solicitor- 
general or the assistant attorney- 
general, doing their duty as sworn 
officers of the state, but as the 
— attorney of “private prosecu- 
ors.” 


Atlanta Clean-Up 
Suggested by Lawyer. 


The “men who guaranteed the 
fund to pay Howard had the right 
to do so, he said, and added they 
had the right to hire another lawyer 
to uphold “this splendid character— 
Clyde Manning.” 

“I would suggest, however, they 
might well clean-up their own house 
first.” 

Referring to the Atlanta race riot 
of 1906, he said no one hired lawyers 
to punish the slayers “of more than 
100 unfortunate negroes.” 

Mr. Johnson then made a plea 
that Williams, for whom he had 
sought a postponement of trial, had 
not been given sufficient time ty 
prepare his defense. He asked the 
jury to remember this when it re- 
tired, especially when you run up 
against suspicious facts and circum- 
stances unexplained.” 

Johnson referred ta -the testi- 
mony of Manning as that of a “con- 
fessed liar and an admitted murder- 
er” who on his own admission 
“knocked a nigger in the head as he 
would an ox.” 

Scientists and travelers know. he 
said, that in Africa there are peace- 
able tribes and fierce tribes. even 
cannibals among the negroes. 


Manning’s Ancestors 
Cannipals, He Says. 


“IT am willing to venture that way 
back there Clyde Manning’s ances- 
tors wera cannibals,” Johnson de- 
clared. 

Manning’s motive for the killings, 
he said, was due to his ignorance 
and the fact that in “his disturbed 
and cunning brain, this man (point- 
ing to a federal agent) had sown 
the seeds of “fear.” 

Manning, the attorney said, had 
been told “he was as guilty as Wil- 
liams, and did not have education 
enough to know better.” 

Reference to Manning having 
termed the department of justice 
agents “United States protectors” 
caused the first act on the part of 
spectators during the day that neces- 
sitated a rap for order. It was a 
spontaneous laugh that subsided at 
once, 

If the eleven negroes had been 
killed over a period of twelve days, 
as Manning said, some of them would 
have got wind of the earlier kill- 


jing§s and would have fled like rats 


from a sinking ship.” 
“And..remember, too,” he.ocontin- 
ued, “none of Manning’s family were 
touched, Remember that.” 
Court recessed for lunch before 
Johnson completed his argument. 


Tremendous Crowd 


At Afternoon Session. 


An even larger crowd thronged 
the courthouse when Judge Hutche- 
S0n cOnvened court after the morn- 
ing session. On reaching his seat 
with much difficulty, the judge gave 
the deputies instructions to attempt 
to make mofre arrangements for the 
spectators. 

The atmosphere was close and su]- 
try. Mr. Johnson asked the judge 
to have the windows cleared so that 
the roum might be ventilated. The 
request was granted. The judge 
then warned the spectators that any 
demonstration would result in such 
persons being ejected from the room 
and liable to contempt of court. 

“Let the jury come in,” it was 
ordered. 

The twelve men filed from the an- 
te-chamber with slow steps. None 
appeared fatigued from the long, 
unbroken morning — session. Mr. 
“Johnson arose at 2 o'clock to re- 
sume his argument. He spent the 
first few minutes tn reviewing his 
Previous ranverks, ridiculing the 
motive advanced by the state that 
Williams killed the eleven negroes 
to destroy evidences of peonage 
charges against him. 

“According to the testimony of 
Manning, he committed the crirnes 
and he says that he acted under 
Williams’ instructions,” the speak- 
er declared. “It is unreasonable to 
believes that any man would kill 
eleverl negroes when !t had not even 
been established that he was gull- 
ty of peonage. No sensible man 
would commit such crimes. No one 
but a plunerfect fool would be guil- 
ty of such. 


State Rests All 
On Negro Manning. 


“The whole case of the state built 
up against Williams Is on the test!- 
mony of Manning,” he continued. 
“Standing without this the state is 
helpless and you know as well] as I 
that the negro’s evidence has not 
been corroborated. 

“According to the negro’'s confes- 
sion he and Williams killed the 
blacks, but so far no direct evidence 
has been presented bv the state 
that the defendant participated in 
the crimes. The able assistant at- 
torney-Seneral declared yesterday 
that the finger of suspicion was 
sufficient to convict.” 

Shaking his hand in the face of 
the furors, he shonted: “T denv that 
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circumstantial evidence. must be in: 
troduced and an arcomplige’s tes- 
timony corroborated. T 
ments of Manning cannot stand 
alone and bring the conviction of 
Williams, according to the taw. The 
fact that bodies were found, the fact 
that the crimes were committed are 
not sufficient to eonvict. Thev do 
not show. that Williams was con- 
nected with the killings. 

“Because Manning identified the 
bodies does not support the charges 
against the defendant.” he asserted. 
“It cannot be shown that Williams 
was connected with the murders be- 
cause the negroes drove the hogs to 
Williams’ farm: 

“The only testimony that tends to 
convict Willlams—it does not even 
go to that extent—was that of Rena 
Manning, Clyde's wife, 


Wonderful Feat 
Of Hearing Recited. 


“She told you a remarkable tale 
of a wonderful feat of hearing.” 
The aftyrney was smiling and lean- 
ing over the jurors, shaking his 
hands at those on the second row. 

“The gentleman before me char- 
acterized it as a natural attribute 
of the negro, but to me it is the 
most ridiculous piece of the states 
case. 

“Where, oh, where is the states 
chain of connecting evidence?” he 
asked, laughing in the face of So- 
licitor Brand. 

“You must have confidence in 
Mannineg’s testimony to believe him. 
That’s the foundation of the law. 
Would vou believe him on any.oth- 
er issue in life? Would vou be 
afraid to meet him in the dark? 

“Ponder these questions. Man- 
ning admits to you that he has lied. 
He gets on the stand before you 
and tells that he lied to Brown 
about the Chapman case. My friend 
King said he was a coacheg wit- 
ness, and I say that’s trud. Mr. 
Williams savs the federal agents 
trung him up in jail and made him 
involve him. I say that Its true. 

“So carefully was he schooled,” 
declared the speaker, “the United 
States protectors stayed in the 
courtroom before the witness stand 
to bolster him up as he told his 
story. Ah, they can make anybody 
lie.” 


Deliberate Lie 
Put in His Mouth. 


Referring to Manning's 
ment, Mr. Johnson declared 
the negro’s story that Williams told 
him “It’s vour neck or theirs,’ when 
he was told te kill the employees. 
was a deliberate lie and “was put 
in his mouth.” Williams gave no 
such order, he stated, and added 
that it was only a part of a “frame- 
up.” al 

“The people of Atlanta seem to 
think that Manning is such an 
abused citizen, they have employed 
eminent counsel to represént him,” 
he said. 

Solicitor Brand objected to the 
speaker referring to who employed 
FE. Marvin Underwood to defend 
Manning, on the ground that no 
evidence to this effect had been 
submitted during the trial. Mr. 
Johnson declared that Manning, in 
his own statement, said that he 
had counsel and that “they” em- 
ploved him. 

The objection was conceded by 
tiie state. 

“Will vou hang this white man 
on this negro’s testimonv’”? What 
will become of the negro?” the 
specker asked. 

“You know as well as I do that 
this nerro will not be sentenced to 
die on the gallows. Yon know that 
he will probably be set free. 

“Supnose vou consider this nic- 
ture while we are on the subfect. 
If vou sentence Wi'liams to hang. 
while his hedv lie: moldering in 
the grave, Mannin¢ ‘will be walk- 
ing seott free. What 1f vou were 
to meet the neers on the road?

Judge Charges 
Jury Briefy. 

At 3:40 p. m. the jury re-entered 
and Judge Hutcheson immediately 
beyan charging the jury. The chief 
points of the charge were on mur- 
der. reasonable and unreasonable 
doubt, corroboration, tne defend- 
ant’s statement, alibi, felony, and 
the action of an accomplice. 

It was stated that if the fury 
reached the conclusion that the ac- 
eomplice acted under fear of death 
the full laws on corrobor ‘‘on 
would not apply. If the jury be- 
lieved beyond a reasonable doubt 
that the defendant committed the 
murder with Manning, it was in- 
structed to return a_everdi of 
guilty. This verdict might have a 
recommendation of mercy attached 
to it, the judge _ stated.

FINANCIAL RELICE 
OF STATE PLANNED 


Hafdwick to Urge Legis- 
lative Action Permitting 
Warrants to Be Issued 
Against W. & A. Rental. 


Financial relief for the state will 
be sought by legislative action per- 
mitting warrants to be issued on 
half of the anticipated rental of 
the Western & Atlantic railroad for 
a term of years, according to a 
Plan announced by Governor-elect 
Thomas W. Hardwick. The plan to 
fund a part of the rental of the rail- 


road in this way was devised by 
Secretary of State S. G. McLendon, 
and has the approval of authorities 
On banking and fiscal affairs. 

Part of the plan includes an en- 
abling act, or if necessary as amend- 
ment to the state banking law, per- 
mitting state banks to inelude such 
Warrants in their reserve against 
their time déposits and certificates 
of deposit. Should this be allowed, 
it would make the warrants very 
desirable, and would make banks 
eager to buy them, it is said. Funds 
raised on the warrants, it was said, 
would: be used for school and pen- 
sion expenses. 

One-half the monthly rental of 
the railroad, amounting to $22,500 
per month, now is used for school 
purposes. The remaining $22,500 
monthly rental, under the plan,would 
be funded for a term of years, and 
Warrants would be issued against 
it. Thus, if the rental were funded 
for five years, for example, the war- 
rants would be sold for approxi- 
mately $1.350,000, which would be 
immediately available to defray 
state expenses, and the rental, 
against which the warrants would 
be issued, would be used for that 
period of time to liquidate the war- 
rants. No period of time has yet 
been discussed. 

Temporary relief for the financial, 
stringency could be secured in that 
way, but a policy of strict economy 
is needed to effect permanent re- 
iMef. This Governor-elect Hardwick 
has frequently announced himself 
determined to accomplish, saying 
he wil] sign no appropriation bill 
until assured that an act has been 
passed to raise the sum appropriat- 


ed. , 

The difficulty at present lies in 
the fact that school and pension 
expenses must be met several 
months before the revenue appro- 
priated for these uses can be col- 
lected. Pensions amounting to 
$500,000 were carried over from last 
year, and the legislature appropriat- 
ed $1,250,000 for pensions payable 
May 1 of this year. Not enough 
money is available to pay this sum 
of $1,750,000, according to the pen- 
sion commissioner and Confederate 
veterans will probably have to wait 
some time for their pensions.

The selection of Representa- 
tive Claude Kitchen, of North Caro- 
lina, as the minority candidate for 
speaker is assured, and his selec- 
tion will thus make him the minori- 
ty floor leader again in the event 
he does not resign from that re- 
sponsibility after the record of his 
candidacy for the speakership has 
been made. 

This is ‘not improbable, as Kitchen, 
who served as majority leader dur- 
ing the encumbency of the late 
Champ Clark, in the chair, is in ill 
health, and will probably not be 
able to enter vigorously again into 
active floor leadership. However, 
this is a matter for the future to 
develop. He will be placed in nom-

Thus the convict becomes vir- 
tually the slave of his “benefactor,” 
and the state loses the value of 
this labor. 

It is high time this system were 
being done away with in Georgia.

| “Georgia and Peonage.”’ 


(From The Mobile Register.) 

Peonage practice is like illicit dis- 
tilling in the respect that as long 
as there is money in it some people 
Will use it for gain; but there is no 
good ground to condemn a whole 
people because of the crimes of the 
few who do not resist the tempta- 
tion to make money contrary to 
law. We do not reflect upon the 
northern people as uncivilized when 


some of their number are shown to: 


be rascals, thieves, hold-up men, 
burglars and murderers. The north- 
ern press, however, is altogether 
too quick in judgment of the south, 
being ready to infer from the peon- 
age disclosures in Georgia that the 
southern white people, as a class, 
have invented a method of reducing 
ths negroes to slavery and thus 
have nullified the great emancipa- 
tion work of Abraham Lincoln. This 
belief in the soutbh’s capacity for 
wrong-doing is reflected in the let- 
ter the correspondent of The New 
York World writes to his paper 
when engaged in investigating the 
peonage situation in Georgia. He 
Says he came south feeling that “the 
discussion of the prevalence of 
peonage here was going to be a 
ticklish topic, likely to lead to eva- 
sion and to arouse resentment as 
criticism from an intruding outsid- 
er.” This shows that the correspond- 


ent expected to find pretty much all 
Georgia tarred with the peonage 


stick and ready to fightgfor it as 
a locally valued institution. Instead 
of such a situation, he says, he dis- 
covered in’ Atlanta a determined 
purpose to have the evil removed. 
The correspondent still thought that 
he would find a peonage sentiment 
in the rural districts. Again, he 
says he was disappointed. Why “‘dis- 
appointed,” we do not know, but such 
is the word he uses. He might have 
said “mistaken.” He declares that 
‘the same frankness, the same in- 
dignation and the same determina- 
tion to give the Georgia negro a 
Square deal from white men every- 
where was manifest among the 
farmers and small-téwn_ business 
men, I got the impression that 
not one of those men was willing 
to stand for any mistreatment of a 
negro, both for sentimental and 
practical reasons. Rural Georgia 
impressed the correspondent as be- 
ing as strong as ever for white su- 
premacy, but equally strong for see- 


ing that the negro gets a square 
deal. The correspondent laid his in- 
formation before the leading men in 
Atlanta—editors, judges and clergy- 
men—and all confirmed what he 
had learned, that Georgia will not 
tolerate persecution.

in illiteracy in Alabama cities is 
shown in figures announced today 
by the census bureau. Decreases in 
percentage of the population ten 
years of age or over unable to write 
were shown in Birmingham, Mont- 
somery, Mobile, Tuscaloosa, Flor- 
ence, Selma and other cities. 

There were 12,200 persons ten 
years of age or over who were jlli- 
terate in Birmingham jin 1920, of 
Which 585 were native whites, 936 
foreign born whites and 10,674 ne- 
groes,

compared with 10.4 in 1910. For the

Councilmen Will Now 
Control and Operate Gra- 
dy Hospital, Cemetery 
and Electrical Work. 


Three councll committees hereto- 
fore virtually inactive, will come 
into prominence next year, unless 
city council undoes the work it did 
last Monday in abolishing the board 
of trustees of Grady hospital. the 
cemetery commission and the board 
of electrical control. 

Management of Grady hospital, 
One of the most important jobs in 
the city government, now in the 
hands of sixteen trustees, will be 
placed under the direct jurisdiction 
of the council committee on hos- 
pitals and charities, composed of 
five members, with Dr. J. P. Ken- 
nedy, city health officer, and Dr. J. 
E. Acker, bacteriologist, ex-officio 
members, 

As at present constituted, the 
board of trustees of the Grady 
consists of one representative from 
each of the eleven wards, three 
members from the city at large, and 
two ex-oficio members, the mayor 
and the chairman of the hospitals 
and charities committee. 

Busy Committee. 

Meeting regularly once a month, 
and in call session when necessary, 
the board goes into details of the 
administration of the big hospital. 
Supervision of the affairs of the 
institution calls for harmonious and 
efficient work, and the hospitals and 
charities committee will fina itself 
transformed into one of the buslest 
committees of the whole council. 

It has been the duty of the su- 
perintendent. and tne poard, in 
addition to ruling over the internal 
operation of the hospital, to make 
financial recommendations to coun- 
cil to cover improvement ano main- 
tenance of the institution. 

Some members of council have 
reproved the boards in general for 
their “extravagance” in contracting 
Hills, declaring that council must 
hear the censure when apprecprta- 
tions are voted to meet them. 

The cemetery commission !s an 
important body, though not charged 
with as much responsibility as the 
trustees of Grady. The manage- 
ment of Oakland will be under its 
direction. 

Five Men in Control. 


This function will be assumed by 
the cemetery committee, composed 
of five members. 

The boarae of electrical 
which governs the affairs of the 
office of city electrician, will be 
supplemented by the committee on 
electric lights, telegraph and tele- 


phone. 

Dissolution of the three broads, 
under provision of the _ resolution 
passed by council and signed by the 
mayor, will take effect January 1, 
1922.

tects than the attempted formation 
of a combine, which was the impres- 
sion under which the board acted 
in rejecting their tender of serv- 
ices, but the architects on the other 
hand have agreed to organize into 
@ corporation in order to become 
more responsible to the board and 
to the city. 

The corporation is to be organized 
with the regular officers and a 
board of directbrs which will be 
a responsible body, both legally and 
financially in all its dealings with 
the city. 

It was stated by Mr. Marye that 
“before any competition, either loca! 
or general, can be had, a very defi- 
nite program covering each type of 
building must of necessity be pre- 
pared. As this program must give 
the approximate amount of space 
required for each unit or depart- 
ment, the general character of con- 
struction and other details required 
to limit the competition to one of 
plan and design, such a program can 
be prepared only with the most ccm- 
petent architectural assisteace at 
considerable expens?. 

“The ordinary competition causcs 
a wreat deal of delay on account of 
the various stages involved: the 
preparation of the survey, the prep- 
aration of a program based on this 
survey; the time for each architect 
to prepare sketches; the time spent 
in judging properly a large number 
of sketches: the revision of the 
sketches to-suit the authorities, 
which would occupy approximately 
six months, after which the usual 
time for preparation of plans and 
specifications for the work. esti- 
mating and letting of contracts 
would have to be added. 

Would Be Limited. 


“Should you invite and receive any 
number of designs in open competi- 
tion,’ he said, “you would be limited 
to selecting only one design for any 
particular building, as you could not 
under any program that would at- 
tract architects of ability and stand- 
ing, make use of any ideas given 
in the designs not accepted. 

“Should our proposal be accepted 
you would receive the benefit of 
any and all ideas suggested by the 
architects in the corporation which 
it would: be practical and desirable 
to incorporate in the plans and de- 
signs finally adopted.” 

Mr. Marve favored a standardized 
building plan as to the interior. 
but declared that architecture of 
the exterjor should differ in the 
buildings. 

He said that the corporation 
would furnish the plans on a basis 
of 6 per cent of the cost of the 
structures, and the corporation 
would pro rate this fee among its 
members in proportion to the 
amount of work done by each.

FIFTY PER CENT GUT 
IN COTTON PREDICTED 


Indications Are That Much 
Land Will Not Be Plant- 
ed, Says Brown. 


A cotton acreagfe reduction of 43 
to 50 per cent of the normal plant- 
ing is assured in Georgia, according 
to State Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture J. J. Brown, who said suffi- 
cient data was at hand to indicate 
such a reduction. The decrease-in 
fertilizer use in this state is about 
50 per cert of normal, he said. 

A ati!l!l more drastic reduction in 
cotton acreaxze wil! be made, he 
prophesied, unless the price of cot- 
ton rises io 20 cents a pound oefore 
May i, when the planting season 
wil] be neariy past. The indications, 
he admitted, are that cotton prices 
will not rally to such an extent. 

Thousands of acres, normally 
under cotton cultivation, will stand 
idle in Georgia this year, he pre- 
dicted. The farmers wil! plant suf- 
ficient feed and food crops this sum- 
mer to supply all the needs of the 
State, and will still have many 
acres which will not be used.

G.0.P. FOR LEAGUE 
UNDER NEW Tilt 


Re publican Administra- 

tion Sees Necessity for 
League of Nations, But 
Must Hide Behind An- 
other Name. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON.

Washington, April 8.—(By Constl- 
tution Leased Wire.)—With Presi- 
dent Harding’s first message to 
congress only three days distant, it 
is significant that the administra- 
tion mouthpieces, among the press 
and in the senate, are today clamor- 
ing for a federation of the allied 
nations along lines practically the 
same as provided in the treaty of 
Versailles. 

With the smoke of a political bat- 
tle cleared away, and the mist of 
vagueness and uncertainty in ex- 
pression dissipated by the approach 
of a moment when there must be 
clearness of thought and vision, the 
predictions made in The Constitu- 
tion since the election day last No- 
vember are being verified to the let- 
ter. 

However completely the name may 
be changed, and however, adroid- 
ly the republican voters of the coun- 
try may be camouflaged by subter- 
fuge and rhetoric, and however in- 
sistent may be the demand for the 
Knox resolution as a part of the 
republican program to make its 
campaign promises good, the one 
fact stands out with the boldness 
of a peak on the plains, and that 
is that the Harding administration 
is moving steadily and surely to- 
ward a league of nations, as_ the 
only basis of a world peace, call it 
as they will, “court,” or “federa- 
tion,” or “association,” or perhaps 
plain everyday “conference.” 

Appealed to Prejudice, 

There is not in history an exam- 
ple of where a party in power has 
studied so diligently the ways and 
means of “accepting that which it 
must reject,” as in this matter ot 
an international agreement. 

The republican campaign Was 
based on opposition to the “league 
of nations.” It appealed to preju- 
dice and passion to sway the peo- 
ple of the nation from the path of 
their righteous and outstanding 
duty.

With Cold Deck. 

When the election was over and 
a general misunderstanding of the

trained back to a federation of na-

Through it all resident farding 
has attempted to defend the anomal- 
ous position of being “against” a 
league and yet “for” a league, and 
only this week let it be circulated 
by design that under no considera- 
tion would this nation enter into 
the league of the old treaty, with 
or without reservations or amend- 
ments, but that a separate peace 
would be promoted with Germany, 
and the Knox resolution pushed in 
the senate. 

Scarcely had the cold type carried 
his ultimatum to the world until 
Secretary Hughes let it be known 
in no uncertain terms that this 
mation would stand by her allies 
to the limit, and that their Interests, 
including the terms of reparation, 
were the common interests of the 
United States and would be demand- 
ed by the United States. 

Post Editorial. 


And now, on the eve of the presi- 
dent's first address to congress, The 


Washington Post, the official 
spokesman for the Harding admin- 
istration, today editorially declares: 

“4S conference between the Unit- 
ed States and the allies, for the pur- 
pose of adjusting questions which 
have arisen from the war, is the 
logical step required by the present 
situation. Since the treaty of Ver- 
sailles is unacceptable to the Unit- 
ed States, the relations between 
this country and theallies must be 
adjusted outside of that treaty, and 
if necessary, by revising it. 

“The conference of the allies and 
the United States would amount to 
a revision of the treaty of Ver- 
gailles in important particulars. But 
what of that? The treaty has been 
revised by circumstances and 
events. It will be revised to con- 
form to truth and justice, whether 
its makers like it or not. Treaties 
are made for peoples, not peoples 
for treaties.” 

That is the sum total of all the 
political play. 

“The treaty of Versailles is un- 
accepetable,” but “a revision of the 
treaty in important particulars” is 
now necessary; a conference of the 
nations is now necessary; an un- 
derstanding between the nations si 
now necessary; an association of 
nations jis now necessary.” 

: Crusade of Shame. 

In other words, the league of na- 
tions, as it exists today, would be 
“necessary” if it had been framed 
with a republican instead of a dem- 
ocratic president at the head of the 
peace table; it would today be “nec- 
essary” if it had not been found 
politically expedient to capitalize 
an ignorance and a prejudice in 
America following the crusade of 
abuse against one indidivdual whom 
the ravages of disease prevented 
him from defending himself. 

In President Harding’s message 
next week he will tell the Ameri- 
can people that the league of na- 
tions as framed in the treaty of Ver- 
sailles is a dangerous document, 
Surrendering American rights and 
usurping the powers belonging to 
peoples, all platitudes to smooth 
the wrinkles of party worry, for 


» With the same breath he will say in 


substance that “‘the greatest calam- 
itv that could befall humanity 
would be the estrangement and en- 
mit¥Y of the nations that have just 
saved the world’s liberty. The Unit- 
ed States was one of these leaders. 
Its duty now is to be one of the 
leaders [n settling pending ques- 
tions in such manner as to estab- 
lish justice among the nations and 
thus prevent quarrels and wars.” 

The Constitution has persistently 
maintained that the Harding ad- 
ministration would promote a@n as- 
sociation of nations not dissimilar 
to the same league it has so vehem- 
ently denounced: and every breeze 
from the white house is blowing in 
that direction. 


HERRICK SELECTION 
FORPARS ANNOUNCED 


Ohioan for Ambassadorship 
Formally Named at the 
White House. 


Washington, April 8—Formal an- 
nouncement of the selection of My- 
ron T.-Herrick, of Ohio, to be am- 
bassador to France, was made late 
today at the white house. 

It was said, although no official 
notification of Mr. Herrick’s accep- 
tability had not been received from 
the French government, adminis- 
tration officials had been assured 
informally that he would be wel- 
comed back to the post he held 
funder President Taft. 

Mr. Herrick’s selection was one 
of the first to be made for the 
diplomatic corps by Mr. Harding, 
but the former ambassador withheld 
his acceptance until a few days ago,

STOCK EXCHANGE 
DEALINGS LIGHT 


New York, April 8—The stock 
market was extremely lethargic 
and moderately heavy today. These 
conditions were directly attributable 
to higher money rates and increas- 
ing apprehension in connection with 
the British industrial situation. 


Dealings were lighter and more 
contracted in scope than at any Sses- 
sion in the last fortnight. Total 
transactions of 350,000 shares con- 
sisted largely of the usual specu- 
lative issues at recessions of 1 to 
3 point. 

Steels, equipments, motors and 
low-priced tails, together with in- 
active specialties, were most often 
under pressure. High-grade rails 
and representative oils were relat- 
tively firm until the final hour, 
when the entire list registered low- 
est prices. 

Call loans opened and renewed 
into next week at 6 per cent, but 
before midday the paucity of offer- 
ings forced the rate to 61-2 per 
cent and before the close a 7 per 
cent rules. Other forms of ac- 
commodations remained unchanged, 
although slight concessions were re- 
ported for short-time loans on prime 
collateral. 

Contrary to expectation, the Brit- 
ish labor crisis caused no visible 
selling of stocks for foreign ac- 
count. Dutch oils also were better 
on more reassuring advices from 
Holland, but all the important ex- 
change remittances were apprecia- 
bly lower. 

Sterling bills redacted 41-3c form 
their maximum levels of the mid- 
week and French and Belgian francs 
registered about 10 points decline.
